To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Dorchester  Rural  District  Council, 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  fourteenth  Annual  Report  on  the  Health 
and  Sanitary  conditions  of  the  Rural  District  of  Dorchester  for  the  year 
19o3.  It  is  written  on  the  lines  suggested  by  the  Ministry  of  Health* 

Gases  of  measles  have  been  reported  throughout  the  year,  reaching  a 
maximum  during  the  months  of  June,  July  and  August  and,  although  this  is 
an  Autumnal  disease,  it  is  quite  common  to  have  the  disease  in  the  summer 
months  in  this  area. 

The  whooping  cough  was  confined  to  one  village  and  the  scarlet  fever 
cases  were  isolated  occurrences. 

Sporadic  cases  of  sonne  dysentery  were  notified  and  at  the  same  time 
small  outbreaks  of  gastric  enteritis  occurred,  in  one  case  it  necessitated 
the  temporary  exclusion  of  a canteen  worker  until  the  result  of  a sample 
v/as  obtained. 

The  main  event  of  19^3  was  the  exceptional  cold  weather  and  prolonged 
snow  in  the  beginning  of  the  year,  with  its  attendant  burst  pipes  and 
shortas^e  of  water  and  a word  of  praise  is  due  to  the  staff  of  the  water 
engineer,  housing  manager  and  the  public  health  officervS,  especially 
regarding  the  collection  of  refuse.  The  weather  also  brought  out  the 
plight  of  old  people  under  these  conditions  and  a special  Report  was  made 
to  the  Council, 

Further  to  my  remarks  last  year  regarding  the  provision  of  a cesspool 
emptier,  the  vehicle  has  been  purchased  and  is  now  in  use. 

The  new  Meat  Inspection  Regulations,  which  came  into  force  on  1st 
October,  have  caused  numerous  problems  in  staffing.  It  was  unfortunate 
that  they  came  Into  force  at  the  beginning  of  the  busiest  time  of  the 
year  for  slaughtering.  The  shortage  of  Inspectors,  which  must  have  been 
foreseen,  resulted  in  the  failure  to  obtain  extra  staff,  inspite  of  efforts 
made  by  the  Council  by  advertising.  This  necessitated  the  employment  of 
outside  help  and  prolonged  hours  of  work  including  overtime  by  the  Public 
Healtn  Inspectors  with  its  added  expense.  The  Inspectors  must  be  commended 
on  the  way  they  carried  out  this  arduous  task.  Unfortunately,  because  of 
the  amount  of  time  necessary  on  meat  inspection,  the  general  public  health 
work  had  to  be  restricted.

Special  Reports  to  the  Council  were  made  on  Fluoridation,  Smoking 
and  Health,  Housing  of  Old  People  (in  regard  to  cold  weather) 


If  I may,  for  a moment,  look  back  in  this  my  final  Report,  I feel 
that  much  has  been  achieved  by  the  Council,  especially  in  provision  of 
mains  water  supply,  inevitably  followed  by  sewage  disposal  schemes^  the 
building  of  Council  Houses,  the  very  high  numbers  of  houses  reconditioned 
with  the  aid  of  Discretionary  and  Standard  Grants  and  the  building  of 
houses  especially  for  old  people.  Caravans  have  increased  considerably 
and,  following  the  Caravan  Act,  the  sites  have  substantially  been  brought 
up  to  satisfactory  standards.  Much  has  yet  to  be  done  and  I am  sure,  as 
the  circumstances  permit,  this  will  be  achieved  by  the  Council, 

probably  the  greatest  achievement  in  the  last  two  decades  has  been 
the  control  of  infectious  diseases  by  the  use  of  immunisation  procedure. 
This,  by  the  way,  was  impossible  without  the  co-operation  of  the  parents. 
Diphtheria  is  now  rare,  polio  is  following  a similar  path,  tetanus  pro- 
tection is  proceeding  very  well  and  the  response  to  B.G.G,  in  schools  to 
prevent  Tuberculosis  is  good.  Much  research  is  now  going  on  to  control 
the  virus  diseases  and  a va.ccine  against  measles  is  on  trial. 


May  I ejq)ress  my  thanks  again  to  the  Chairman  of  the  Council,  the 
Chairman  of  the  Health  Committee  and  all  Members  of  the  Council  for  their 
co-operation  and  help  during  the  year  and  also  i-io  the  previous  Chairmen 
and  Members  during  my  years  as  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 


I wish  to  express  my  gratitude  to  the  Heads  of  other  Departments 
and  their  Staff  for  their  ready  co-operation  in  all  matters  and  finally 
to  the  Senior  and  Assistant  Public  Health  Inspectors  over  the  period  of 
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years  for  their  continued  effort^  support  and  diligence  to  duty^  not  for- 
getting the  Clerical  Staffs  especially  my  Clerical  ^issistant  at  the  Clinic.

Of  the  229  samples  from  Retailers  and  Retailer-Producers  which  were 
taken^  all  passed  the  Statutory  Tests  except  9 which  failed  the  Methylene 
Blue  Test,  2 which  failed  the  Phosphatase  Test  and  1 which  failed  the 
Methylene  Blue  and  Phosphatase  Tests,  A further  109  samples  were  taken 
from  schools  and  there  were  two  failures  and  24  from  canteens  with  only 
one  failure.

Meat  inspection  has  been  mentioned  in  iny  opening  re-marks  and  Mro  J.Bo 
Scclt,  one  of  the  additional  PuDlic  flealth  Inspectors^  who  is  responsible 

lor  meat  inspection^  has  kindly  supplied  this  more  detailed  Report  on  this 
subject;- 

The  Meat  Inspection  Regulations^  1963;,  which  became  operative  on  1st 
October 1963^  have  imposed  added  difficulties  on  Local  Authorities  and 
their  Public  Health  Departments.  The  Regulations  have  the  effect  of  making 
it  obligatory  I*or  Local  Authorities  to  carry  out  Meat  Inspection  in  accor- " 
dance  with  a Mandatory  Code  of  Practice  and  require  that  inspection  shall 
be  carried  out  *'as  far  as  is  practicable”  at  the  time  of  slaughter.  They 
also  empower  Local  Authorities  to  recover  the  cost  of  inspection^  within  a 
specified  scale  of  charges^  from  the  Moat  Trade. 

In  view  of  the  acute  shortage  of  Public  Health  Inspectors^  and  the 
disappointing  recruitment  of  Authorised  Meat  Inspectors;^  it  would  seem 
that  the  country  was  not  ready  for  the  introduction  of  the  Regulation’s 
requirements  at  such  short  notice.  Lack  of  inspection  staff  is  aggravated 
by  uncontrolled  slaughtering  hours  and  by  the  multiplicity  of  small 
slaughterhouses  where  the  rate  of  slaughter  is  lower  than  that  of  inspec- 
tion;, resulting  in  under-employment  of  staff  if  the  Regulations  are  to  be 
properly  observed.  Reciprocal  goodwill  on  the  part  of  the  meat  trade  and 
Local  Authorities  is  going  some  way  to  overcome  the  lesser  problems,  but 
the  major  ones  must  remain  until  the  fundamental  difficulties  mentioned 
above  are  overcome.  Whilst  Local  ^authorities  are  considering  their  pro- 
blems it  is  hoped  that  the  Meat  Trade  is  giving  thought  to  ways  in  which 
unreasonable  slaughtering  hours  and  week-end  slaughtering  can  be  obviated, 
and  the  Government  to  a policy  of  centralised  slaughtering,  whereby  full 
economic  use  can  be  made  of  the  available  inspection  staff. 

The  difficulties  experienced  by  this  ^^uthority  to  implementing  the 
Meat  Inspection  Regulations,  1963^  account  almost  entirely  for  the  dis- 
crepancy, albeit  not  great,  between  the  number  of  animals  slaughtered 
and  inspected  in  the  area.  It  is  anticipated,  hoiNfever,  that  following 
discussions  with  the  Meat  Trade,  it  will  be  possible  in  the  near  future 
to  carry  out  100%  inspection  in  the  manner  required  by  the  Regulations,
